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FBOPORTIONAL 


Among some of the reforms de- 


manded by the Populists is that of pro- 
portional 
representation. 
As 
was 


shown in the 
JOUBNAL recently, in 


reply to the query of a correspondent, 
at the Presidential election in 1892 the 
the whole vote of the State of Califor- 
nia was 269,923. Of these votes the 
Cleveland Electors received 118,293, the 
Harrison Electors, 118,149; the Weaver 
Electors, 25,362, and the Bidwell Elect- 
ors 8,129. Though the Cleveland Elect- 
ors fell short 33,000 votes of a majority, 
they cast the nine electoral votes of 
the State for Qrover Cleveland. 


At the recent election in Oregon, 


according to the latest returns, the 
total vote was 84,291, of which the Re- 
publicaus polled 40,039; the Populists, 
25,401; the Democrats, 16,875, and the 
Prohibitionists, 1,926. The opposition 
majority over the Republicans was 
4,252. Commenting on this vote, the 
San Francisco Kiammer says: 


The Republicans cast 47.5, the Popu- 
lists 30.2, the Democrats 20 and the 
Prohibitionists z ; per cent, of the 
total vote. 
A fan division of the 
House on this basis would have given 
the Republicans 29 members, the Pop- 
uli&ts 18, the Democrats 12 and the 
Prohibitionists 1. This would have 
been a little more than exact justice to 
the Republicans, iu allowing them one 
member for the fractions of the Popu- 
lists and Prohibitionists. 


If the Legislature had been consti- 
tuted in this way all phases of opinion 
in the State would have been accurately 
reflected. There would have been no 
possibility of reckless partisan legisla- 
tion. If the Senate had also been 
elected on the proportional plan, a 
coalition of Populists, Democrats and 
Prohibitionists could have elected a 
United States Senator and 
passed 


billb, which, if unjust to the Republic- 
ans, could have been vetoed by the 
Republican Governor; but no party 
would have been in a position to ride 
roughshod over any other, nor would 
the State have been misrepresented at 
Washington by either Dolph or Pen- 
noyer. 


On an average it took 1,405 votes to 
elect one member of the lower house of 
the Legislature, and if justice had been 
done, each party would have been rep- 
resented in this proportion. The actual 
fuct ia it took '(70 Republicans, 3,636 
Populists and 16,875 Democrats to elect 
one member, while the Prohibition vote 
did not count at all. One Republican 
outweighed at the polls four Populists, 
tweuty-prie Democrats and 1,926 Pro- 
hibitionists. 


That it waa wrong to give the entire 


electoral vote of California to a Presi- 
dential candidate who lacked 33,000 
votes of having B majority in the State 
will hardly be disputed. That it is 
also wrong to disfranchise the major- 
ity of the Oregon electors will not be 
questioned, but it is the law and, how- 
ever unjust, the people must submit to 
it until it is repealed. 


Why should not all parties follow 


the example of the Populists and de- 
cl-ire for proportional representation ? 
it is just and equitable, and gives all 
pai H ^ a voice in law making bodies in 
proportion to the number of votes 
which they poll at an election. Now it 
is proclaimed throughout the land that 
the Republican wing of the Wall Street 
combination has achieved an over- 
whelming victory in Oregon, when the 
returns show that a majority of the 
voters are agaiust the combination. 


A FJtttK 4JOINAGK 1ULL. 


Senator Squire of Washington has 


Introduced a bill for the free coinage 
of silver. It provides that the owner 
of silver bullion may deposit it at the 
mint and receive standard 
dollars 


therefor equal to the value of the 
bullion on the day it is deposited, the 
difference between the market and 
coinage value of the bullion to be re- 
tained by the Government as a reserve 
fund to be used by tb3 Secretary of the 
Treasury in maintaining the parity of 
silver dollars with gold. The coinage 
of silver dollars is limited to four 
millions a month, and when the aggre- 
gate amount of money in circulation 
exceeds $40 per capita further silver 
coinage shall be discontinued rmtil the 
circulation falls below that figure. 


While the bill falls far short of what 


the "silver men demand ai.d what the 
country requires it would be an im- 
provement on the present condition of 
affairs. Just now the mints coin only 
subsidiary silver coins and gold, and 
there is no demand for silver bullion 
except for export and use in the arts. 
The coinage of four million silver dol- 
lars monthly would relieve the finan- 
cial stringency somewhat and make a 
better 
market 
for silver bullion. 


England now takes all the silver bullion 
produced in the United States for use 
in Asia. It makes money by depress- 
ing the price of the metal, yet oar gold- 
bugs say we must wait for England to 
take the initiative in remonetizing sil- 
ver.

Perk In » Defend* the Memory of Stan- 


ford. 
June 13 — In the Sen- 


ate today Perkins of California briefly 
defended the memory of the late Le land 
Stanford from the charge made by 
Representative Geary that he founded 
the Stanford University out of a spirit 
of revenge and resentment, because he 
was not elected Trustee of the Univer- 
sity of California. Perkins said that 
when he was Governor of California he 
appointed Stanford Regent of the Uni- 
versity, but at the request of the latter 
the Legislature did not confirm his 
nomination. Governor Stoneman also 
would have made Stanford a Regent, 
but the honor was declined. 


Hoar offered a resolution calling on 


the President to inform the Senate 
what, if any, representations had been 
made to the Government by representa- 
tives of foreign countries as contem- 
plated retaliation on account of the pro- 
posed imposition of a discriminating 
duty on sugar against bounty-giving 
countries,the facts as to the probable 
exclusion of our agricultural products 
from Germany or Gutamala, and any 
information in his possession relative 
to proposed retaliatory legislation by 
the Cortes of Spain on account of the 
abrogation of reciprocity treaty under 
the Tariff Act of 1890. The resolu- 
tion was adopted and the Tariff debate 
was resumed, the pending question be- 
ing Peffer's amendment to restore fifty 
per cent, of the duty on raw wools.

THE OKEGON FLOOD. 


The Waters of the Columbia Kiver Fall- 


Ing Rapidly. 


PORTLAND, June 13.—The Columbia 


river and its tributaries are now falling 
rapidly at all points, and a still more 
rapid fall is looked for before the end 
of the week. The Willamette fell six 
inches at this point during the past 
twenty-four hours. The fall on the 
Columbia at Umatilla during the same 
time was eighteen inches. Portland is 
emerging from the flood and the work 
of renovation in tho inundated district 
is going forward rapidly. Active pre- 
parations are being made to repair the 
Union Pacific between here and the 
Dalles. 


Authentic reports from Cascades say 


that twenty-five stationary flshwheels, 
valued at from $2,000 to $4,000 each, 
were carried out by the flood. Many 
scow-wheels are also gone, and the 
•'leads" to the remaining stationary 
wheels are badly damaged. 


WESTERNERS AT WORK. 


Determined to Force Action on Irriga- 


tion Measures 


WASHINGTON, June 
13. — Western 


members of the House have called a 
caucus to map out a plan of campaign 
on the irrigation question, and have 
resolved to spare no labor to secure 
action by this Congress. Representa- 
tives of thirteen Western States and 
Territories, including members of all 
parties, met here this week. 


Representative Sweet, who called 


the meeting, was elected Chairman and 
the matter was thoroughly discussed. 
In accordance with the instructions of 
the meeting, a committee, consisting of 
Representative Sweet of Idaho, Coffeen 
of Wyoming and Baker of Kansas, 
called on Speaker Crisp to ask that the 
Committee on Ruled set apart three 
days for the consideration of a bill 
which is to be agreed upon by the 
Western men. 


The Speaker suggested that a resolu- 


tion should be introduced in the regu- 
lar order and asked to have copies of 
the bill submitted, 
but 
made no 


promise. Another caucus will be held 
by the Westerners this week.

This survey was to have 
reference to irrigation development 
and the reclamation of arid lands. 
Mr. Newlands moved that a sub-com- 
mittee be appointed to draft a substi- 
tute wherein it should be provided 
that all the arid States be included 
and that a certain specfic river be 
designated in each State upon which 
this work should be done. That a 
provision for doing the work in a gen- 
eral way would not be productive of 
the results that could be accomplished 
by setting out some particular line of 
work in each State. A sub-committee 
was appointed by Chairman Cooper, 
with Mr. Newlands as Chairman, and 
Pence of Colorado, Sweet of Idaho, 
Hartman of Montana and Doolittle of 
Washington, the other members. Yes- 
terday they met and drafted a bill, the 
provisions of which appear below. Mr. 
Newlands designated the Humboldt 
river in Nevada. On motion of Mr. 


I Newlauds that $25,000 be appropriated 
for each State, was unanimously car- 
ried.

INDIAN APPPOPKIATIONS BILL. 


It Includes the Following Items for Ne- 


vada. 


[Special to the JOUBJTAL from its Washing- 
ton Correspondent.] 


The annual appropriation from Com- 


mittee on Indian Affairs, of which Rep- 
resentative Holman of Indiana i° 
Chairman, was placed before the House 
to-day. There have been many radical 
reforms introduced by Holman, whose 
economy and retrenchment has become 
traditional. The bill makes many cuts 
and portions of it will be vigorously 
opposed when it comes up for discus- 
sion in the House. It includes the fol- 
lowing items for Nevada:

asmuch as the Carson and Truckee 
have both been thoroughly examined 
and reported on arid very little work 
of this nature being accomplished on 
the Humboldt, he named that river to 
receive the benefit of the provisions of 
the bill. 


THE SUBSTITUTE BILL 


Which was agreed upon is as follows : 
That to encourage the reclamation of 
arid lands and the cultivation and sale 
thereof in small tracts to actual set- 
tlers, the Secretary of War is hereby 
directed to cause to be made an ac- 
curate survey of the lands and water 
in the following States as hereinafter 
set forth and to prepare suitable maps 
showing the ditches or canals or reser- 
voirs necessary for the reclamation of 
said lands, to what extent the water 
supply is sufficient therefor and to 
accompany said maps with estimates 
showing the cost of construction of 
each canal or reservoir and the quant- 
ity of land and the specific tracts 
possible of reclamation thereunder. 


Then follows names of States speci- 


fying what river is to receive benefit of 
work. 


This bill will be unanimously re- 


ported from the committee to the 
House, where it will come up for con- 
sideration in the near future and a 
hard fight be made for its passage. 


Prospect for legislation in this Con- 


gress is fair. 
Never before was there a 


Committee of Irrigation constituted 
with as many Western members favor- 
able to irrigation, and, in view of this 
fact, endeavors will be put forth to 
carry through something for the West 
in the way of irrigation. 


NEVADA MEN IN THE DEPARTMENTS. 
Not long ago attention was called to 


the fact of the numerous contingent 
of Nevada people (so-called) in office 
here. -In the examination of a report 
by the Secretary of the Interior re- 
cently made in answer to a resolution 
of Senator Gallinger, who requested 
data as to the number of appointments, 
promotions and dismissals during the 
last year in the Interior Department, 
it is seen that Nevada during the past 
year has had two people promoted, 
one new one appointed and none dis- 
missed. And still it is said that our 
Senatorial delegation has no influence, 
and when deserving young men from | Grand 
tbe State, here in Washington endeav- 
oring to gain an education, have sought 
their influences they have been turned 
away with the information that the 
Administration was against them and 
it was useless to ask anything. Yet 
two outsiders have been promoted and 
o 10 appointed in the last year. Still 
the good vork goes on. Four corre- 
spondent has directed a letter to the 
Secretary of the Interior asking the 
names of the parties promoted and ap- 
pointed. It is the rankest injustice 
the State ever suffered from and should 
be aired. 


Hon. Francis G. Newlands, be it said 


to his credit, has placed himself on 
record in this matter and made the 
statement that he would turn down 
the first outsider that applied, and 
whatever patronage he might have to 
distribute would go to Nevada young 
men who desired the advantages of ed- 
ncational facilities in Washington. 


Albert M. Lewers, one of Nevada's 


native sons, arrived in Washington a 
few days since and is now at his desk 
in the Patent Office, to which place he 
was appointed by virtue of the fact 
that he passed one of tbe highest ex- 
aminations in the United States. His 
merit alone secured his appointment. 
The position is considered one of the 
best in the Government service, for 
tbere is opportunity for rapid promo- 
tion. The usual promotions being $200 
a year from Fourth Examiner to First 
Examiner, which latter place is worth 
$2,000 a year.

MENTAL IMAGES. 


nTaterlal Pictures Contemporaneous 


Thought luiprtKsed Upon the Brain. 
"A man conversing in earnest," says 


Emerson in his essay on '"Nature," "if 
:ie watch hi.s intellectual processes, will 
find that u mutt-rial image, more or less 
luminous, raises in his mind contempo- 
raneous with every thought, which fur- 


s.') the vestment of the thought " 


This power of forming mental images 
pears to vary in strength among indi- 


viduals to a considerable degree. Natu- 
rally we should expect to find it power- 
ful in poets -»nd artistu. Charles Dick- 
ens has himself told us that he actually 


saw" his creations as he wrote, andM. 


Taino mentions a painter who only look- 
d at an object while he skefched its 
outline ami was able to fill in the colors 
from the image of it in his mind. On 
the uther hand, there are people of equal 
intelligence who, being unable to see 
such mental images themselves, have 
doubted their existence, and Mr. Fran- 
cis G ''ton has shown that habits of ab- 
stract thought, such as men of science 
and ; hilosophers indulge in, are apt to 
weaken tho capacity of forming mental 
pictures, 


Mr. Kirkpatrick of "Wlnona, Minn., 


an experimental psychologist, has made 
n sejies of observations on this phenom- 
• .ion with tho help of his classes. 
The 


scholars were asked to write down just 
what came into their minds Then cer- 
tain familiar words, such as "book," 
' 'tree, ' ' ' 'church, ' ' were called out, and 
the answers were carefully investigated. 
He found that the majority of the stu- 
dents formed distinct images of the ob- 
jects corresponding to the words, and 
tho rest formed indistinct images, with 
a few exceptions, who seem to have in- 
dulged in philosophical abstractions. 
The word "book, " for example, called 
up visions of a Bible, a dictionary, a 
novel, in all but a few scholars, who 
thought of "food for the mind" or "the 
thoughts of some person." The word 
"tree" was represented by some kind of 
tree, more especially the illustrious cher- 
ry tree which George "Washington cut 
down. 
Tho word "church" usually 


evoked a picture of some church in the 
vicinity, but some of tho hearers thought 
of a "religious organization. " It is ev- 
ident from his results that most people 
are "visualizers" in thinking, while a 
few are "nonvisualizers. " Tho tenden- 
cy to form distinct images was very 
conspicuous among the female students, 
and in both sexes it reaches an abnor- 
mal development about tho ages of 14 
and 16, or during tho period of adoles- 
cence, which, it has been otherwise ob- 
served, is alao one of exceptional good 
health and rapid growth. Tho tendency 
is further checked or fostered by the oc- 
cupations in life. — Cassell's Magazine. 


The Clock Winding Snake. 


In Persia thero is a kind of snake 


which is known to the natives as tho 
clock winding snake. 
It derives its 


name from a peculiar buzzing noiso 
which it makes that resembles the wind- 
ing of a clock. These snakes are per- 
fectly harmless and frequently glide in 
and out of thp houses, no attention be- 
ing paid to them by tho natives. Dur- 
ing a visit there several years ago I 
was attracted ono morning by an unu- 
sual twittering of birds, and on looking 
up saw about 20 sparrows on the top 
of a wall, all jumping about in an ex- 
cited manner. 


At first I was at a loss to understand 


tho cause of such a commotion, but 
presently I heard tho peculiar buzzing 
of tho clock winding snake and in a 
minute perceived the reptile crawling 
along tho wall, making directly for the 
birds, which appeared to be fascinated 
and made no attempt to fly away. The 
snake glided in among the bird?, and 
choosing ono to his liking deliberately 
seized it in his mouth and swallowed 
it. 
I picked up a stick, and after kill- 


ing the snake cut him open and extract- 
ed tho sparrow. After about 10 min- 
utes' exposure to the sun the bird got 
up, and in a few minutes more flew 
uway apparently unhurt. — St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


Kosebery's Foresight.

Lord Rosebery's 
observation to his next neighbor, by 
way of epilogue to tho conversation, 
was, "Yes, this place would suit me ex- 
cellently. " When, seven years later, he 
had married tho daughter of tho house 
and was tho owner of Meutmore, his 
friend, happening to meet him, remind- 
ed him of this observation.

An 
Ordinance 
In 
Relation 
to 


Houses of Ill-Fame. 


THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
ers of Washoe County, State of Nevada 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of nny owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person what- 
ever any room or house to bo kept or usrd 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of ill-fame or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within tho corporation limits of 
the town of Reno, Nevada, except in that 
portion of said town east and south of the 
tire limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
arid the lands south of First Street, north of 
the Truckee river, und east of the lire limits 
as now establi&hed. 


SEC 2. Any person violating Section one 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
nuisance and upon conviction thereof shall 
bo tiiied in any sum not greater than five 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned in the 
county jail of Washoe county for not exceed- 
ing fcix months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment,
